There ig a strange unexplained in- 
terlude in his life—the romance of 
Grete Raubal, the daughter of his 
sister Angela. She lived in Hitler's 
house at Munich, where her mother’ 
kept house for him in the days 
of his early struggle. He showed 
great affection for. her, so. much as 
to cause (Party gossip. Certainly 
she worshipped him. She called him 
Uncle AIf. he called her Geli. 


In 1930 she shot herself dead with 
‘a revolver in her bedroom. Hitler 
was heartbroken. The artist Zieg- 
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Hitler saw it, burst into tears Per- 
vhaps it was the third time that he 
wept openly. 

Rumour has sometimes linked the 
name of the German actress, Leni 
Riefenstahl, with Hitler's. He 
frankly admires both her talent and 
her looks, and: jhe commissioned 
her to make the official Nazi film of 
the Olympic Games in 1936. But Hit- 
ler admires many women. He de- 
lights in their society. Since he can 
have the company he ‘chooses he 
behaves with. grave courtesy  to- 
wards newcomers, kissing their 
hands, and’ with gaiety, among old 
friends.

The .black-haired Jew-boy, with 
Satanic joy in his face, for hours 
on. end lies in wait: for the unsus- 
necting maiden whom he purposes 
to pollute with his blood.” 

Thus Hitler. Is it a mightmare? 
Ig it an experience? Rudolf Olden, 
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liner Tageblatt, who has written a 
savagely hostile book about Hitler 
suggests that it may be an experi- 
ence in which persons and situations 
have been mixed. Was it somebody 
else, dark but Aryan who waited, in 
vain, while the girl went off all, 
unsuspecting with the Jewish rival? 

It is when Hitler gets on to the 
subject of women that he uses the 
most virulent abuse of the Jews. 
Of course, the Jew and race-pollu- 
tion is the main theme of his anti- 
semitism. He lays the horrors of 
prostitution, “the slave trade of the 
atreets,” directly at the door of the 
‘Jews. He first encountered it 
pre-war Vienna. The sight of rich 
Jews consorting with blonde Ger- 
man girls infuriated him only a 


little more than the sight of poor 


Jews doing the same thing.: 

“These black parasites of nations 
systematically violate our inexperi- 
enced young blonde girls, and there- 
by destroy somethnig that in this 
world cannot be replaced. Hundreds 
of thousands are seduced by ugly, 
bow-legged Jews. 

Bow-legged men press hard on 
Hitler’s brain. He declares that 
but for the foolish fashion of veil- 
ing bodily -beauty (or ugliness), 
women would not yield to such re- 
pulsive -creatures, and thus lower 
the racial standards of physical per- 
fection. .

Premier Asks 


Opposition For 
Sound. Alternative 


London, To-day. 


Moving the Opposition motion of no confidence in 
the foreign policy of the Government in the 
House of Commons yesterday, Mr. Hugh Dal- 
ton (Labour) asked. whether it was useful for 


Mr. Chamberlain to 


visit Rome when all the 


evidence was clear that undertakings given by 
Mussolini had not been kept. 
Mr. Dalton asked for an assurance that belligerent 
rights would not be given to General Franco, 
and accused Mr. Malcolm Macdonald of “de- 
. featism” in his recent speech on colonies. 
Mr. Dalton painted a terrible picture of the plight 


of Czecho-Slovakia, 


and declared that the 


Munich Agreement had unsettled all Europe. 


Replying, Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain said that Mr. Dalton had not 
said what he would have done if he 
had been in his (Mr. Chamberlain’s) 
place at Munich. 

Mr. Chamberlain said the Opposi- 
tion policy as an. alternative to 
Munich would have involved the 
country in way simultaneously with 
Japan, Germany and Italy, and per- 
haps with Gen. Franco as well. 


PREMIER’S TAUNT 

The Prime Minister said he 
thought it would have been wise if 
Mr. Dalton had no policy of his own, 
at least to try and givé a chance of 
success to the Government’s policy. 

If the Government’s policy failed 
he (Mr, Chamberlain) would be the 
first to agree that something else 
should be put in its place. 
“It was-a- source of ~ 
satisfaction to know that efforts 
were being made to keep all the 
Dominions fully informed as to the 
foreign situation. 

Referring to Anglo-French rela- 
tions, Mr. Chamberlain ‘observed 
that these rémained of a most cor- 
dia] character, and he ‘recalled the 
declaration of the French Foreign 
Minister that all the forces of 
France would be spontaneously and

This is the first case under Section 
3 (d) of Ordinance 17 of 19388 which 

‘ was passed to suppress heroin divans 

_ by penalizing those who knowingly Jet 
or sub-let premises for such a ‘nefar- 
fous purpose. 

' My remarks are principally address- 
ed to principal tenants who live on 
the premises they sub-let., They can- 
not conceivably “plead “ignorance to 
what is going on beneath their noses. 
Unless they take effective action to 
suppress a divan on their premises, I 
intend from now on, to impose the 
maximum ‘penalty viz 12 months hard 
labour and $2,600 or another six 
months on. each -case. 

The actions they must take to pro. 
tect themselves are either: 

1, Give notice to quit to the keep- 
er of the divan, warning him .imme. 
diately to close the divan. Giving no- 
tice is no protection unless the pre- 
mises actually cease to be kept as a 
‘herojn divan or (2). Go immediately 
to a police station and inform a res- 
ponsible Buropean Officer about the 
heroin divan, Steps will be taken by 
the police to close the divan but no 

- action - whatsoever - ‘will -be . taken 
against the principal tenant. 

In all cases, I recommend 2. Full 
protection will be given and the name 
6f the informant will not be disclosed 
to anyone not even to this Court. 

I again wish to reiterate my warn- 
ing that I shall impose the maximum 
penalty. I have pointed out the means 
of self-protection for principal tenants. 
Tf they do avail themselves of it. they 
have only themselves to blame ‘when 
they face a year’s hard labour.

Italian Government, 
NO FIXED AGENDA 

“T have explained before that we 
are not going .to Rome with any 
fixed agenda or with the expecta- 
tion of bringing away any new 
specific agreement. We are going 
there to exchange views with the 
Italian Government upon all or any 

. matters of common imterest. We 
.are going with a general desire to 
improve relations by better under- 
standing of one another's point of 
view, and through personal contact 
to strengthen the confidence be- 
tween us—a confidence which if it 
can be successfully established 
must. necessarily contribute to the 
general stability of Europe and 
more especially those countries 
bordering on the Mediterranean’’. 

Turning to Germany, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said the relations he would 
like to see with that country were 
as set forth in the Munich declara- 
tion. 

There was among the British 
people a recognition of the great 
qualities of the German people and 
a strong desire to see them coopera- 
ting’ in. restoration of European 
civilisation. 

FIRM CONVICTION 

No spirit of vindictiveness re- 
mained from the Great War. There 
was no desire to hamper Germany’s 
development or cramp its tremen-

dous vitality. , 

“On the contrary, we have a firm 
conviction ‘that unless this strong 
and virile people can be induced in 
partnership with others to improve 
the general lot, there will be neither 
peace nor progress in Europe in 
the things that make life worth 
living. 


“If by any word spoken in this 


House I can give some sort of aa- 
surance, going deeper than any 
formal statement of policy, that in 
this country there is an earnest and 
constant desire that the peoples 
of. Britain and Germany, together 
with | uther, members of the Eu- 
ropean family of nations, should 
find means to cooperate in remov- 
ing the menace of war, I believe I 
should be expressing not only our 
own feelings but those of many 
other countries throughout the 
world which are looking to us ‘to 
lead them out of their troubles. 


AWAITING A SIGN 

“At the same time I must add 
that it is not enough for us to ex- 
press that desire. It takes two to 
make an agreement as it take two to 
‘make war, and I am still waiting 
for a sign from those who speak 
for the German people that they 
still desire and are prepared to make 
their contribution to a peace which 
would help them as much as it 
would help us.
